or heavy baskets of vegetables, <kc., from 
the fields. Sometimes they may be seen 
at Borne stream of water washing wheat, 
or, again, pounding the grain with long- 
handled mallets in large stone mortars.

The wheat has been previously 
soaked, and this pounding is to remove 
the bulls, when it is made into what is 
called bulgur, like our cracked wheat. 
Women aro the water-carriers, and num¬ 
bers of them may always be seen filling 
and carrying away their large earthern 
water-jars. Their t lot is indeed a hard 
one, and they are not treated with proper 
respect. Their homes are, as you may 
judge, quite uncomfortable. The men 
go to the coffee-houses in bad weather, 
when they cannot work ; hut the women 
must stay at home. The villages are 
fearfully dirty, for there are no drains, 
and all the slops and refuse from the 
houses are thrown into the streets. Y ot 
tho women have nothing better in fine 
weather than to.sit in these vile streets 

It was a standing wonder to 
me that they wore not all sick, but on 
the contrary,they and the children looked 
strong and healthful. 

It was a sad sight for me to see tho 
people at work in the fields, for every¬ 
thing was done in such a difficult, inef¬ 
ficient manner. Old land Is prepared for ] 
crops by means of a wooden plow with; 
ono handle, and nothing Which could 
properly be called a share. With this 
they succeed in stirring the soil to the 
depth of three or four inches. But this 
would not break up now land. I am 
told that a large plow drawn by several 
yoke of oxen, is sometimes used for this 
purpose, but I have not seen it. It must 
be that it is seldom used, for I often saw 
men turning up tho dry clods with strong,

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Letters from Constantinople. 


Constantinople, Sept. 7, 1874. 

Mr. Humphries :—Through the kind¬ 
ness of some of my missionary friends of 
this field, I have been permitted to make 
a tour with Mr. Hitchcock through the 
field, surrounding Nieomedia and Nice. 
T desired to learn three things. First, 
what the country is ; second, how peo¬ 
ple live in the interior ; and, third, how 
missionaries work m the country. I will 
try to write in separate letters what I was 
able to learn in regard to each of these 
subjects. A railroad is now running 
from this city to Nieomedia, and it is 
hoped it will be extended to Angora the 
l’cgion whence is obtained mohair, from 
the Angora goat, which is an important 
export to England. Nieomedia is an an¬ 
cient city, formerly much larger and 
more important than now. It is situated 
near the head of the gulf of Nieomedia, 
fifty-six miles from Constantinople. From 
this place we journeyed en horse-back, 
traveling} in a semi-circle for nine days,

tho Rcrub oak. On the west aro high 
hills, or mountains, covered with bushes ’ 
and trees. In the winter the snow fills 
tho ravines on tho the top of these hills, 
and in the spring men cover it with 
leaves, and it is preserved through the 
summer. A large glass of lemonade, 
thoroughly cooled with snow, can be 
bought in Nieomedia, for twenty paras 
(two cents). Tho hills on the opposite 
side of tho valley are cultivated, and 
much wheat is raised there. Not a house 
is to be seon on all this plain, but two 
or three villages may bo seen on the 
sides of the hills. The next two days 
we ride through a rich grazing district. 
We pass large herds of buffaloes and 
the smaller cattlo of the East. The buf¬ 
faloes are larger than our ordinary 
American cattle, entirely black, with 
large horns curving backwards, thin hair, 
and a kind of clumsy, stupid look. 
They wallow iu the mud like swine, and 
delight to lie in tho water. They are 
valuable for milk, and make strong oxen, 
though slow ami less hardy than other 
cattle. These herds go out from the 
villages in the morning in care of keepers, 
and wander about all day in search of | 
the best pastures, returning at night. J 
This country .might l»e very produc¬ 
tive under proper cultivation. It 
ia also pretty well timbered and wa¬ 
tered. In the vicinity of Ada Bazaar, 
an important iulandcity of 3,400 houses, 
we find many wheat fields and mulberry 
groves. For some reason the culture of 
the silk worm is seldom profitable, but 
there seems to be a kind of fascination 
about it, for the people still keep up 
their mulberry gardens although they 
lose by them almost every year. The 
grape is also cult ivated, and apples,pears, 
[hums, (fee., are grown to Borne extent. 
The grapes of this country are excellent, 
but tho apples aro quite inferior. Other

Constantinople, Sep. 10, 1874. 

Mr. Humphries :—In this letter I 
propose to give some account of how the 
people live in that part of the interior of 
Turkey, in Europe, which I visited. In 
tho first place, I may say that all live in 
villages, or what are called “Chefliks.’ 
In the latter case, a wealthy man own¬ 
ing a large tract of land, builds houses for 
his tenants, or employees about his own; 
and thus small villagesaroformed. These 
villages are situated iu the most fruitful 
sections. I found nono less than three 
miles apart, while I often rode several 
hours without passing one. The popu¬ 
lation is estimated by the number of 
houses, six persons being supj» 08 ed to >e 
an average number ol oocupants for eac 1 
house. “Ada Bazaar" (Island Bapiar, 
so-called from tho fact that two rivers 
flow so aa nearly to surround it, and that 
it has a large trade), has fourteen or fif¬ 
teen hundred American houses, an equal 
number of Turkish houses, and four hun¬ 
dred Greek houses. Other villages con¬ 
tained one, two, four and six hundred 
house.

News of the "Wools,

Governor Dix reached Utica, Satm*- 
day, and addressed a large audience on 
the Central Fair grounds, 

Fires near Pittsburg, Pa., on. Satur¬ 
day, caused a loss of $195,000 ; at Wel¬ 
land, Can., of $20,000. 

The Episcopal Evangelization Society, 
the object of which is to raise 
and support a band of . clergy free 
from parochial engagements and devoted 
to missionary work, both in waste places 
and upon invitation of rectors in organ¬ 
ized parishes, has been formed, with 
Bishop Huntington of Central New 
York, President, Rev. J. W. Bonham, 
Secretary, Wm. Alexander Smith, Trea- 
surer, and Rev. Hugh Miller Thompson, 
Chairman of Executive Committee. The 
work proposed by the society is a serious 
innovation upon the prevailing customs 
of the Episcopal church of this country, 
inasmuch as it introduces a modified re¬ 
vival system.

The following communication, receiv¬ 
ed with the wreath which had been 
placed on the bust of Clerc, was then 
read: “This wreath is a token of the love, 
reverence and freshness of remembrance 
of the deaf-mutes of Boston and vicinity 
for the memory of their benefactor, 
Clerc. Unable to be present themselves, 
they would fain show their willingness, 
and are here hundreds of them in spirit, 
although absent in body. The monu¬ 
ment raised and unveiled to-day will 
crumble to dust before the memory of 
Clerc dies out of the hearts of the pre¬ 
sent and future generations of deaf- 
mutes.” 

Rev. Dr. Francis J. Clerc, of Burlington 
College, N. J., son of Laurent Clerc, then 
addressed the audience by signs, calling 
attention to the deep religious character 
of Clerc, and thanking the mutes for the 
memorial just erected. 

Mr. Bartlett, of the Asylum, said: “I 
love the memory of Clerc ;' he was my 
first teacher in signs. While Clerc was 
a pupil of Sicard’s he was 'sent by Si- 
card to get a book from a gentleman—he

educational advantages and opportuni¬ 
ties, cannot perhaps fairly estimate the 
difficulties which De l’Epee and Sicard 
had to overcome in their endeavors to en¬ 
lighten the deaf-mute mind. The facili¬ 
ties at their disposal were utterly inade¬ 
quate to the work. To gain pupils, they 
had to combat the distrust and prejudice 
of the poor ; to acquire indispensable 
means, they had to contend with the 
skepticism and indifference of the rich. 
In order that the cause of their hearts 
might live and triumph, they denied 
themselves the necessaries of life, and 
refused tempting offers of wealth and 
distinction. 

“My poor children, I have wronged 
you of a hundred crowns,” said De l’Epee 
during the rigorous winter of 1788, when 
yielding to the prayers and remonstrances 
of his . little lamily of deaf-mutes, he 
granted himself in his old age the in¬ 
dulgence of a fire in his apartment. 

“Say to the Empress of Russia,” said 
he to her ambassador, who had vainly 
pressed upon him valuable presents in 
the name of that sovereign, “that if my 
labors seem worthy of her consideration, 
the sole favor which I ask is that she 
send me from her dominions, some igno¬ 
rant deaf-mute that I may instruct him.” 

The devotion of Sicard was not 
less touching. We.can form some faint 
idea of the love and benevolence he man¬ 
ifested toward the deaf and dumb from 
the affection and gratitude they exhibi¬ 
ted. When, during the Reign of Ter¬ 
ror, Sicard was immured in the prison 
of the Abbaye in hourly expectation of 
a violent death, Massieu, his favorite 
pupil, went without food and sleep until 
his release, and in one day more would 
have died of grief. ^ the head of his 
fellow-pupils, b# appeared at the bar of 
the Nabiapqj Assembly of France, and 
prqs^nted * petition which expresses 
happily,yet boldly and tersely the feelings 
of their hearts :

THE ORATION. 

Mr. James Denison, of Washington, 
D. C., then delivered the oration on Mr. 
Clerc, which was read by the Rev. Thom¬ 
as Gallaudet, of New York, for the bene¬ 
fit of that portion of the audience, who 
could hear. We herewith give the ora¬ 
tion complete > 

“Gratitude is the remembrance of kind¬ 
ness received, the memory of a heart 
penetrated with a sense of profound- re¬ 
spect and affection with measureless de¬ 
votion.” 

Thus wrote Laurent Clerc on the 3rd 
day of July, 1815, when asked, “What 
is gratitude.” An audience composed of 
individuals of the highest standing in 
the social and political circles of Eng¬ 
land had assembled in London to listen 
to a, lecture of the Abbe Sicard in expo¬ 
sition and illustration of the new French 
system of imparting instruction to the 
deaf and dumb. This system originating 
with the Abbe de 1 Epee, had been elabo¬ 
rated and improved by his successor, 
Sicaid, xn whose hand it had produced 
i*esults, especially in the case of his now 
celebrated pupils, Massieu and Clerc, 
that excited the wonder and admiration 
of Europe. 

Inspired by the occasion, by the pres¬ 
ence of an assembly so distinguished 
for rank, beauty and intelligence, and 
more than all by the sight of his beloved 
instructor and benefactor, whose sad 
patient eyes, pale cheeks, and slender 
form spoke of toil, suffering and self- 
sacrifice, for which decorations that shone 
upon his breast, gifts from the

selves as having discharged, in whole 
or in part, a debt. Not a hundred 
columns with their summits among the 
clouds and their sides emblazoned with* 
letters of gold could do that. The debt 
we owe to Gallaudet and Clerc, is im¬ 
measurable, eternal; not to be paid in 
things earthly and perishable, stone or 
gold. The memory of such lives as theirs 
will outlast the monuments we have erect¬ 
ed ; it will glow in the hearts of the in¬ 
numerable crowd that comes after us 
long beyond that distant day when tho 
shafts shall have fallen and mingled with 
the earth beneath. 

That action or that life is indeed of 
trifling importance which depends for its 
perpetuation in human records upon 
slab oi’ pillar, obelisk or pyramid. It 
was with the astute Talleyrand who 
said : “The sovereign has a little mind 
who seeks to go down to posterity by 
means of great public structures. It is 
to confide to masons and bricklayers the 
task of writing history.” Great deeds 
are the living lights of history; their un¬ 
dying brightness shines in the darkness 
of the past, and sends rays of hope and 
encouragement down the vistas of the 
future. They contain within themselves 
the source of their own perpetual exis- 
tance—needing no aid from the handi-
